Senate Finance Committee 


Stands Seven to Five. 


CONGRESS IS SETTLING 
DOWN 


TO BUSINESS. 


Mr. Morgan Brings Up Behring Sea 


Case. 


, Dec. 10.—The Republican 


caucus committee ot the senate wns In 
session for three hours yesterday, but ad- 
journed without completing its assign- 
ment of committee membership. 
The 


work accomplished Is only tentative, but 
so far ns it has progressed it has confirmed 
the forecast of tho chairmanship assign- 
ments previously sent out. 


lu addition to these places, it is now 


practically decided that Seuator Teller 
will become chairman of tho committee 
onolaims, Seuator Hunsbrough on library, 
Senator G'lllinger ou pensions and Sen: 
ator Shoup on patents. There luis l}een 
an exchange of places by which Senator 
Cameron takes a membership place on 
foreign relations and Senator Wolaott the 
place on finance, which was conceded to 
Mr. Cameron before he announced his in- 
tention not to stand for re-electiuu to the 
senate. There is a probability that this 
committee will be increased by the addi- 
tion of only one member. This increase 
1= to he made to give the Republicans an 
opportunity to put a silver man and an 
anti-silver man on the committee. Sen- 
ator Jones of Nevada is t-o be allowed to 
retain his place, but as a Populist and not 
as ft Republican, us heretofore. 


This arrangement will give the Repub- 


licans 6 members, the Democrats 5 aud tho 
Populists 1. On financial questions tho 
committee will stand 7 to 5 In favor at 
silver. It is about settled that tho appro- 
priations committee will also bo increiised 
from 9 to 11 members. 
This will enable 


Seuator Brico to retain his place on tho 
committee, and will give the Republicans 
two appointments there. Senator Petti- 
grew vrlll receive one of these, and tho 
other will go either to Senator Quay or to 
a Pacific coast man. 


The six members of the Democratic 


senatorial caucus committee also held a 
meeting for the consideration of the sit- 
uation, but decided not to attempt to out- 
line any definite plan of action until the 
committee should be filled. 


Tho Populists probably will retain their 


present chairmanships so far as they havo 
thorn, Stewart remaining at tho head of 
mines and mining, Allen of forest reserva- 
tions and Peffer nf the committee to ex- 
amlue the ieveral branches of the civil 
service. It is possible that Kyle may bo 
transferred to a less important coiumittee 
thau education and labor. Butler will bo 
given a minor committee and Senator 
Jones (Ark.) will be restored to his old 
place at the head of tho committee on con- 
tingent expenses. 


The Populist senators have changed their 


former decision 'concerning: the or'ga'uiza- 
tion of the senate, aud have now agreed 
among themselves to interpose.no objec- 
tiojis to the Republicans taking control. 
They will act together, but will withdraw 
as a body, and allow the Republicans to 
eiect their candidates for the seuate;offlces. 
They may possibly nominate a candidate 
for president pro tempore, but they will 
not press his claims nor continue his can- 
didacy so as to materially delay organiza- 
tion. 


Ycnterday In Congress. 


The house held another short session 


yesterday, and devoted most of its time to 
discussing the appointment of house offi- 
cers. 


Resolutions were presented by the Re- 


publicans calling for the correspondence 
in the Waller case; for lists oC pensioners 
who havo been stricken from the rolls 
since March -i, 1893, or reduced, and for 
Secretary Smith's reasons for an order 
affecting the action of the laud offices in 
connection with the perfecting of titles 
to Pacific jfailroad grant lands In Utah 
aud Nebraska—but all were objected to 
by Democrats. An effort to have printed 
in Tho Record tho memorial of the Na- 
tional "Wool 
Growers' 
association 
for 


higher rates mot the same fate. 


A large number of bills werelntroduced, 


the most important of which were: By 
Senator Berry, to provide a territorial 
form of government for Indian Territory, 
with the usual staff of territorial officers, 
the territory to take the name of Indianola; 
by Senator Palmer, giving a uniform pen- 
sion of 650 a month to all who lost a hand 
or foot in the late war and $00 to those 
who lost on entire limb; by Senator Allen,, 
disfranchising any citizen of the United 
States who shall solicit or accept a title, 
patent of nobility or degree of honor from 
a foreign nation, nnd punishing this act 
as a crime by both fine aud imprisonment. 


In a letter sent to the house, congress 


was asked to appropriate ?50,000 in con- 
nection with the survey- of the boundary 
lino between Alaska aud British Colum- 
bia. 
This amount is asked In view of tho 


possible necessity 
of running definite 


lines of demarcation on the Upper Yukon, 
and providing for tho contingency of sur- 
veys which mar .bo required along the 
boundary in unforeseen localities. 


Iiirely Times In the Scnnte. 


The feature of the fuuate was :i .speech 


by Seuator Morgan oE Alabama, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, and a member of tho Behring sea 
tribunal, upon a resolution offered by him 
last week instructing the foreign rela- 
tions committee to investigate the ques- 
tion of the liability ot tho United States 
for seizures of British ships in Behring 
sea in 1890. Mr. Iforxan took the position 
In the last congress that the settlement of 
the claims by tho payment ot a lump sum 
of $425,000, as recommended by the presi- 
dent, was noc either wise or proper. 


His remarks on that occasion wero tho 


subject of some sarcastic cotnmeut from 
tho British ambassador here in tho latter's 
official correspondence with Lord Kim- 
bcrly. The correspondence was printed 
recently from the British Blue Book, and 
most of Mr. Morgan's speech was devoted 
to paying his respects

,|ei-s nor Weissman nor any others whom 
Lfiiey have ciiosen to hato can control the 
American Federation of Labor.

sentiment should bo tolerated in tho Fed- 
Eration. There are 1'ew men on this plat- 
from who are better socialists than the 
trmn who is now addressing you. I main- 
tain that it is a. disgrace Uuit the souiails's 
in this Federation cannot put asido th-.r 
intolerance. I believe in concerted action, 
and for that reason believe in excluding 
such methods upon which the masses can- 
not agree. For that reason matters of a 
dopmatio nature should be excluded. The 
result of a reverse policy was seen in the fact 
that the lust remnant of the Knights ol 
Labor, a once powerful organization, mec 
tv.'O blocks away—met in two factions, 
each with knives out to end it all in a 
dying struggle.

ingly on the follow, who was very short, 
and evidently .wondering that n man so 
much shorter than he could bo so much 
stronger, he suddenly broke out with one 
of his quaint speeches. "Why," he said, 
"why, I could lick salt off tho top of your 
hatl"—McClure's Magazine.

TALKS OF THE Tin US.

The Brooklyn board of education has 


passed an addition to its by-laws which on 
its face amounts to nothing but which is 
causing a great discussion.

the superintendent of public instruction 
lu cases where the holders have ceased to 
bo regularly ongagsd in teaching for five 
consecutive years or more."

for the addition they didn't know what 
they were doing. 


In speaking on the subject a Brooklyn 
teacher said: 


"When tho members of tha board learn 


of what they did at this meeting they may 
rescind their action. Before this a teacher 
might marry, and at the end of tea years, 
if necessity compelled her to return to her 
old occupation, all sho needed was reap- 
pointment, her certificate being good at 
all times. Some teachers get married, 
never cxpectin; to return to tha schools. 
The husband dies and to earn a liv- 
ing tho woman Is compelled to go back to 
her old occupation. 


"Then again a teacher may marry a 


man who afterward mrets with an accident 
and is permanently injured. 


"That certificate belongs to her, ami 


Superintandon; Maxwell should not havo 
the privilege of cancelling it. It should 
be good at all times, the same as a,ny oth- 
er certificate is. Supposing a lawyer who 
has been admitted to the bar becomes 
•wealthy and gives up his practice. 


"If at any time necessity compels him 


to take up his profession again, ho is not 
deprived of that privilege. The same can 
be said of a doctor. 
Xeithcr undergoes a 


harder examination than that undergone 
by the teachers of Brooklyn. 


"This a scheme to get rid of the certifi- 


cates issued by the predecessors of Super- 
tendcnt Maxwell, Fields and Patterson. 
The result of this will be to keep the 
teachers from marrying. 
"I think if this matter is tested in the 


courts, as It turely will be, it will bo found 
Illegal."

The order provides that masters 
shall henceforth receivo $3000. anjincreasa 
of $420, more than half the whole yearly 
pay of * woman, while it makes no pro- 
vision whatever for (iicreasing the salaries 
of the teachers.

created a decided sensation in this city.

Koger G. Sullivan 
and Hirnrn I). Upton. They arc his bonds- 
711011 to the extent of $10,000 on the two 
indictments in UK* cases growing out of 
tiie smash of the People's Fire Insurance 
company and theDorryfleld Savings bank. 
Tht; circumstances attending tho down- 
fall of the financial institution with which 
lio was connected aro still fresh In tha 
minds of tho people, untl n crisis in his 
career was noB unexpected by many. His 
allegyd 
dealings 
with 
Cashier Lane, 


whereby the lat.ter was compelled to make 
frood over $40,DO"' worth of Moore's paper, 
which was deposited -with the Merchants' 
Nut-lonnl bank, have been the subjoct of 
•wide.spruad comment. 


Judge Nathun P. Hunt, tho president of 


the Merchants' National bank, made the 
following statement: 


"Last summer, soon .iftor I wns elected 


president of the 
Merchants' National 


bank, I discovered that Dr. Joseph C. 
Moore was "kiting" shecks through the 
institution, and at once isotifiud. him and 
the cashier that it mu^t be stopped. Later 
on we received from him for credit to his 
account many checks which were pro- 
tested, and on Sept. 23 voted to close Dr. 
lloore's account and. have no more busi- 
i:css with him, of which action he wu.3 in- 
formed in writing, and, ilr. Lane, the 
cashier, was told, orally. 


"We supposed this ended our business 


transactions with him, and congratuhitfd 
ourselves tiiat we had closed it, without 
loss. On Nov. 6, when Mr. Heard, the 
National bank eiLiinii:or, appeared to 
nmko tho usual examination, Mr. Laus 
called mo n?ido and told me that instead 
of having about J-14,000 to our credit in tho 
National Bank of liedomptioo ill Boston, 
as our books showed, and us wo supposed, 
our account there was slightly overdrawn. 


"He then said he had used the money in 


cashing Dr. Moore's paper, anil explained 
that, the doctor came to him with a check 
for ?H'GO, which ho paid and sent to Bos- 
ton to be credited to our account there. 
This check was protested, ami of courso 
charged against its and then sent back to 
us. \Vhen Mr. Lane received it, instead 
of entering ic upon our books against our 
Boston deposit, he laid it in a drawer, and 
upon Dr. Moore's fissurance that he would 
tako caro of it in a few days, left it there. 


T'rom Had to Worse. 


"A few days later Moore appeared with 


a n:nch larger check which ho assured 
Lane would be paid, and exchanged it for 
the first one, receiving the balance in 
cash. 
This, too, came back protested, 


and went 
into the 
cashier's private 


drawer. Beginning in this way, Lane 
continued to cash Moore's checks at tho 
expense of tho Boston funds, and to com 
eeal it by neglecting to enter the transac- 
tion on our books, until tho arrival of Ex- 
aminer Hearcl, whDin he knew would go 
to Boston to verify tho Redemption bank 
account, when the deficiency amounted to 
$14,0; 10. 


"Tills has been paid on Dr. Moore s re- 


peated promises, and Mr. Lane's own hops 
and expectation thai the full amount; 
•would be repaid and he couid make good 
tho shortage. 
Since that time something 


over £2000 has been paid on the protested 
checks, and Mr. Lane's loss reduood that 
amount. 


"He at once resigned his position as 


cashier and transferred to the bank all his 
property, which was sufficient to ranku 
good tho bank's loss, and the institution 
has not suffered a penny by his terrible 
mistake. Mr. Lane had the entire confi- 
dence of our board, as he had of the whole 
community, and wo shall have perfect 
faith in his honesty, which luis been 
proved by a long life of integrity; but, of 
course, he could not retain his position as 
cashier after what lias happened. 


"Wo knew he did not, could not, ex- 


pent to profit a dollar by what ho did, and 
he has our sympathy in the condition in 
•which he has placed himself to accom- 
modate another. It is understood that ho 
ia now penniless, and how much, if anv- 
t'ning, he will be able to recover from the 
wreck of his fortune through Moore's 
ability find willingness to discharge his 
obligation is of course a matter of con- 
jecture." 


It is probable that Lane may be prose- 


cuted by United States District Attorney 
Brar.ch for present-ing two false returns 
to the comptroller of currency relative to 
tbe Merchants' National bank. The comp- 
troller notiiied Bank Kxaminer Heard to 
begin an investigation, and Dr. Muore's 
checks will figure in tho alleged false re- 
turns. It is natural, then, that Lane will 
be prosecuted, although ho will probably 
be lightly dealt with on account of his re- 
imbursement to the bank.

BATTLE IN ABYSSINIA 


In Wlilch Italian Troops Aro Thonclit to 


Havo Fu.rcd Badly. 


ROME, Deo. 10.—News was received hero 


yesterday from General Baratitsrl, tho 
commander of the Italian troops in Abys- 
sinia, announcing what appears M be a 
serious disaster to the Italian forces oper- 
atiug against King Menelik. He cabled 
that the king's urmy, numbering about 
20,000 men, surprised and surrounded on 
Sunday five companies of Italian troops, 
under Major Toselll, at Ambalngi. An- 
other body of Italian troops, under tho 
command of General .Arimondi, advanced 
to tho support of Major Toselll, but they 
wero stopped by tho enemy. A severe 
battle was subsequently fought, aud the 
result tv:ts not made known here. Tho 
official dispatches say th.it the IDSSCS o£ 
tlw Abyssinians wero heavy, but no news 
was furnished concerning tho fate of 
Major Toselli's command, and nothing 
was said about the losses of the Italians. 


ilajor Toselli's column was coinpo^cf. 


of 1:200 imtivo troops, commanded by -C 
offiuors, with 00 non-commissioned officers 
and a mounted battery. It is now knowu 
that of this force Major Toselli, 17 of tho 
officers and 900 of the native troops are 
missing. The position of General Arimondi 
at Makalle, however, is impregnable, 
and he has provisions for a three months' 
siejce. King Hiuuboldt List nifjht con- 
ferred with Premier Crispi upon the situa- 
tion, tho premier being indisposed and 
confined to his room.

THE BROCKTON INVESTIGATION 


SAMUEL GOMPEHS. 


The chairman then introduced John 


McBride, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, who said: "The trade 
union movement will force recognition by 
its earnestness and energy. The work 
of tho unions has been a fronderful and 
successful one, and today receives more 
recognition from the public and press 
than ever before.

John B. Lannon, treasurer of tho Fed- 


i eration of Labor, was the next speaker iu- 
| troduced. "Wo have passed through a 
j period of unusual industrial depression," 
said ifr. Lonnon, "aud yet tho trades 
unions have stood as a solid wall against 
the indiscriminate reduction of wages by 
manufacturers and employers through- 
out tho country. The trades unions havo 
done more for the bettering of tho condi- 
tion of its members than has any other 
organization on earth." 


James O'Connell, president of the In- 


ternational Machinists' association, made 
a short address, in which he told of the 
work of the uuions in keeping down the 
abuses of the factories and sweat shops. 
It was organization that was power. In- 
dividual action might be powerless, but in 
organization—perfect 
organization—was 


the power which could oppose militia, 
federal troops, federal courts and a federal 
presidont. 
Why cannot labor, have a 


trust, as have the cotil barons and mag- 
nates of the Standard Oil company, who 
own tho earth? 


Henry Weissman was the next speaker. 


He was greeted with a storm of mingled 
hisses, applause and cheers. 
Some one 


called for three cheers in a regular way, 
and they were given so that the arches rang 
with them. 


"I am proud of the enemies I have made," 


began ilr. Weissniau. "It ia a source of 
uncommon pleasure to me to be able to 
Ifreet the delegates of the American Fed- 
»ration of Labor in this city. I want to 
Ihowcertain of those here that neither Gom- 
pers nor "Weissman nor any others whom 
Jhcv have chosen to hate can control tho 
American Federation of Labor. 
Every 


sentiment should be tolerated in the Fed- 
eration. There are few men on this plat- 
from who are better socialists than tho " 
man who is now addressing you. I main- 
tain that it is a di.-grace mat the socialist's 
in this Federation cannot put aside tl...r 
intolerance. I believe in concerted action, 
and for that reason believe in excluding 
such methods upon which tho masses can- 
not agree. For that reason matters of a 
dojrmatic nature should be excluded. The 
result of a reverse policy was seeu in the fact 
that the last remnant of the Knights of 
Labor, a once powerful organization, met 
two blocks away—met in two factious, 
each with knives out to end it all in a 
dying struggle. The dissraceful proceed- 
ings of district assembly 49 was a blow 
to organized labor, and the man who 
made it is not worthy of membership 
in trades unions." Mr. Weissman ended 
by declaring that tho one question which 
labor organizations should consider was 
thu starting of a crusade for the eight- 
hour dav.
